MINISTER’S WARNING. 


Mr. Blythe, in the absence'of the Minister 
of Finance, moved the vote of £868,426 to 
defray salaries and expenses of the 
Ministry of Locel Government.

any debate o 1 that, at any 
time during the last thirty years, emptied 
the at Westminster of all save 
the Irish members. It was, in fact, a 
debate not about politics or religion, or 
mainly about pounds, shillings and pence, 
but about education per se. For the first 
time—we- may venture to say—within 
living memory a Parliament has discussed, 
not the machinery of Irish education, but 
the spirit that ought. to animate. the 
machine. Ol course, the old system has 
bequeathed difficulties that must be cleared 
out of the way, and the most urgent of 
these is the miserable wage and status 
of lay secondary teachers. It was discussed 
yesterday in a temper and with an under- 
standing which made it a grievance, nob 
of a small class, but of the whole nation— 
a sure guarantee of swift reform. Our 
new Parliament is putting the teachers 
and the taught into their proper relation 
to one another. Teachers must be well 
trained and decently paid because, if they 
are neither efficient nor contented, educa- 
tion will suffer; and education itself is 
the main thing. Trinity College has forged 
the first link between the university and 
the training, colleges; and Professor 
Magennis believes that, at its next meet- 
ing, the Senate of the National University 
will forge the second. One of the best 
and most significant speeches of the debate 
was made by the leader of the Labour 
Party. Mr. Johnson hopes that the Free 
State will attract the finest flower of Irish 
brains and character to the profession of 
teaching. He believes in the influence of 
environment and urges that: with no great 
expenditure of money, the teachers and | 
pupils themselves can turn the schools into 
places of cheerful beauty.

The Colour Line. 

Some time ago Siki, the Senegalese boxer 
who “knocked out Carpentier, was de 
prived of, his championship by the French 
Boring Federation because he had started 
what is known in American sporting’ circles 
as a. „rough house in the course of 
mother fistic entertainment. On Thurs- 
day the cudgels were taken up on his 
behalf in the Chamber of Deputies by M. 
Diagne, the Deputy for Senegal. M. 
Diagne pleaded that Siki had been 
victimised because he was a black man, 
and, reminded the Chamber that no con- 
siderations of colour had prevented the 
Senegalese from being welcomed into the 
firing line in the late war. In moving that 
the estimate for physical education should 
be reduced by 300,000 francs, M. Diagne | ©, 

argued that the Committee of the Boxing 
F ederation, which had showed such dis- 
crimination. against a coloured French 
citizen, was not &t to handle any vote. 
The Deputies defeated the amendment 
by 408: votes to 136. The French 
Press, in commenting on the matter, 
declines to take the colour question 
eeriohaly or to believe that Siki has been 
treated unjustly on that ground. - It. urges 
that prize-nghting and morals have nothing 
to do, with each other, and that the cham- 
pionship must rest with the best bruiser 
and not with the most exemplary citizen 
in the ring. One paper suggests sar 
castically that, if the Boxing Federation 
should follow-up its decision, the cham- 
pionship soon would be limited to the 
members of the Académie Frangaise. This 
is, in reality, the thin end of the argu- 
ment which is advanced by the opponents 
of mixed prize-fighting. It is, they say, 
a contest of brutes, and the black man, 
being nearer to the brute than the white 
man, ought to win When whites box 
blacks, therefore, they take the risk of 
submitting the superior race to humilia- 
tion at the hands of the inferior.

The report that, a few nights ago, 
“listeners in at Holyhead and Croydon 
found themselves assisting at an address 
which was in the act of being delivered 
by an eminent New York divine exposes 
the full horror of this latest “ blessing” 
of .civilisation.

GLIDING AS A SPORT. 


~ 


(BY MAJOR P. L. HOLMES.) 


OT the least important among the satis- 
N factory results obtained by the recent 

British gliding competition is the 
widespread interest which has now arisen 
among pilots, past and present, of the 
Royal Air Force in the engrossing subject of 
motorless flight. Already several of our air 
units at home have started gliding clubs, with 
the result that by following this highly 
scientific sport during their leisure hours, 
our flying officers and airmen will un- 
increase their efficiency as 
of His Majesty's military 
fc10es. On the civil side, arrangements 
are believed to be progressing favour: 
ably towards the formation of a British glid- 
ing club, and it is hoped to form a permanent 
camp for members at Itford Hill, sussex, the 
scene of the recent trials. 
Gliding as a sport has many features to 
recommend it to those interested. in aviation, 
bu: who are debarred from active flying in 
pewer driven aeroplanes due to financial 
reasons; therefore, one may t to see 
the formation in the near future of small 
clubs in all parts of the country. The move- 
ment is certainly worthy of encouragement, 
because motorless flight presents an oppor- 
tunity for ex-pilots, who were trained at 
great cost to the public during the war, 
to retain their air sense at small expense, 
and so be available at short notice to serve 
their country once again, should such an un- 
fortunate necessity arise. 


Controlling Bodies. 

Under these circumstances, therefore, one 
would like to see the formation of controlling 
bodies to supervise the sport of gliding in 
each county, and to administer t e funds, 
which might be raised by local subscription ; 
which would be available as prizes for com- 
petition between the various gliding clubs in 
the country. During the British Glidin 
Week, which is expected to become an annu 
event, a county championship competition 
might be held, at which each county would 
be represented by the a holding the highest 
aggregate in the local competitions, 

Hiding undoubtedly offers an extremely 
healthy and interesting week-end recreation, 
and, at the same time, need in no way be re- 
arded as a purely summer sport, because the 
igh winds in winter are specially suited to 
advanced air sailing. Given a membership of 
about 25 persons, a small club should be able 
to subsist on quite a reasonable annual sub- 
scription, provided that a suitable hill can be 
found and the landlord persuaded to 
regard the movement with sympathy. 
A well-constructed motorless aeroplane can be 
p for about the same prics as a 
motor cycle and sidecar, while if some of the 
members of a club reasonable technical 
knowledge a machine can be built at con- 
siderably lower cost from scrap aeroplane parts 
such as are obtainable from the Aircraft Dis- 


posal Company. i 
As an example of what can be done with 
old aeroplane parts, we have the case of 
Squadron Leader Gray, who at the recent 
trials remained in the air for over one hour 
on his first glider flight and won a prize of

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GUILD SOCIALI 
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TO-DAY. 
An Explanation. 


— “am 
MONG the social reformers of every 
age a i tendency occa- 


al and 
to-day, a certain class of reformer would have 
us turn to the medieval guilds as a remedy 
for the evils which beset our advanced civilisa- 
tion. This system of reform, or rather of re, 
volution, is known as Guild Socialism, but 
‘before inquiring into the system as 
by these latter-day prophets, let us look 
the Guild in its earlier form. 

Soon after the Norman Conquest a number 
of institutions known as Merchant Guilds 
sprang up in England; their appearance on 
the Continent was probably somewhat 
earlier. These Guilds, while not usurping 
the functions of the municipal authorities, 
undertook to regulate the industrial condi- 
tions in the township over which they exer- 
cised jurisdiction. A Merchant Guild could 
exist only by Royal Charter, and it was 
clearly understood that its duties were the 
regulation of the trade monopoly granted to 
the borough, also by Royal Charter. Some 
features in the history of the early Guilds are 
obscure, but it seems evident that membership 
was open to artisans as well as to merchants. 
The main point to be observed, however, is 
that the Merchant Guild was the only ig 
with complete control over the industri 
activities in ite locality. 


The Craft Gailds. 


By the middle of the 14th century the 
Merchant Guilds had almost disappeared, 
being submerged in a new institution, the 
Craft Guilds. These were com of all the 
artisans in a single branch of industry in any 
one town. To a large extent they “did not 
differ in function from the Merchant Guilds, 
but the various activities of the earlier 
system were now each fulfilled by a separate 
institution. Thus, the Weaver's Guild con- 
trolled the textile industry in its neighbour- 
hood, the Mason's Guild controlled the tuild- 
ing trade, and so with all the others. It is 
interesting to note that the guilds jealously 
watched over the quality of the goods pro- 
duced by their members. Before admittance 
to membership, an apprenticeship of about 
seven years was necessary. At the end of this 
9 the „ só had to show a piece of 
is own handiwork, which, if judged satis- 
factory by the members of t ild, admitted 
him as a master craftsman. This test spceci- 
men of work was known as a “ masterpiece.” 
Coercive Legislation, 
The Craft Guilds prolonged their existence, 
in spite of some coercive legislation during the 
Tudor Period, until, ‘roughly, about the middle 
of the 17th century. They were finally driven 
out of existence by the influx of new methods 
of industry, improved machinery, and the 
gradual development of better processes of 
production. No outstanding change in the 
tendency of industrial gress See taken 
place since that time. Machinery has been 
improved, factories extended, and labour em- 
ployed in ever-increasing quantities, until we 
arrive at the typical business concern of to- 
day, an industria] Leviathan of the most com- 
lex organisation and under a unified control. 
hat this modern system is not wholly satis- 
factory no one can dispute, and it is as a 
remedy for ‘the evils. which exist under its 
shadow that Guild Socialism has been pro- 


Guild Socialists propound their theory as 
of immediate importance because they 
hold that a social revolution is in- 
evitable. A prominent supporter of their 
system says: ‘‘Guild Socialists envisage the 
= position as one that can only continue 
or a limited period and at the cost of pro- 
ressive deterioration, and believe that they 
— rightly conceived of the best form for 
the next stage of social development to as- 
sume. Out of such a sitation (the conflict 
between Capital and Labour) must come revo- 
lutionary — with or without violence: 
the object of Guildsmen is to inform this 
coming revolution with a constructive spirit, 
and to devise for its furtherance a positive 
policy in harmony with the aspirations of the 
common ple. As a natural deduction 
from the fact of a social revolution, the Guilds- 
man believes that all industry, particularly 
large-scale industry, will be organised on a 
socialistic and democratic basis. It is upon 
this basis that he wishes to impose the 
structure of Guild Socialism, 


What it Stands For. 


After these lengthy, but necessary, explana- 
tions we may turn to examine the system to 
find out what Guild Socialism really stands 
for. To quote the same writer again: 4 
Natjonal Guild would be an association of all 
the workers by hand and brain concerned in 
the carrying on of a particular industry or 
service, and its function would be to carry on 
that industry or service on behalf of the whole 
community. Thus the Railway Guild would 
include all the workers of every type—from 
general managers and technicians to porters 
and engine-cleaners—required for the conduct 
of the railways as a public service.” Similarly 
other industries . public services would be 
organised, but it should be observed that the. 
organisation differs from that of the modern 
Trade’s Union, inasmuch as the tendency in 
Guild Socialism is to give each factory, mine, 
or shipyard—4.¢., each unit of organisation— 
as much individual freedom as possible and 
so avoid centralised control. 

A most interesting point in the theory is 
the method by which the Guildsman appor- 
tions the work to be done. Most theorists 
on socialistic reform find themselves non- 
plussed when faced — the problem as to 
who is to do the dirty work. It may be 
possible to get workers to do the easy jobs 
for no other motive than social spirit, but 
nothing short of coercion will make mon 
undertake the more difficult and ugly work. 
For this problem the Guild Socialist pro- 
poses the following solution: — All absolutely 
unnecessary “dirty work to be abolished : 
as much as possible of what remains to be 
done by machinery; and, in the event of 
human labour being necessary for its comple- 
tion, special inducements, in the shape of 
wages, holidays, etc., to be offered tu entice 
workers to undertake it.

Rotation of Crops. 


The chief fact to bear in mind is that one 
crop or its relations should not be grown twice 
on the same piece of ground in successive 
years. For instance, cabbage may follow 
potatoes or some root crop, but not its cousin 
cauliflower or Brussels sprout, This is only 
good economy, and follows from the fect that 
the cabbage and its cousin spend all their 
energy in the production of quantities of green 
leaves, and pay little attention to their roots. 
Potatoes, on the other hand, are occupied 
largely underground, and their chief thought 
is for tubers. Obviously, then, they will take 
their food in different proportions, and what 
the potato leaves the cabbage may find useful. 

This is not the only consideration, however, 
for crops that are related suffer from the 
same diseases and pests, and will leave ground 
infected for their successors.

Bearing in mind last year’s crops, divide 
the ground into four equal divisions, one of 
these will be occupied by permanent plants 
such as asparagus, seakale, rhubarb, globe 
artichokes, and so on. The other three are 
at liberty for annual crops. They may be 
divided as follows :—The first may have pota- 
toes, celery, leeks and onions ; the pes es gi te 
cabbage tribe; the third peas, beans, and root 
crops. In practice, it is not easy to follow 
this scheme to the letter, for the cabbage 
tribe is so pushful and ever present and has 
such a large assortment of members; but the 
idea is a sound .one, and, if the groups are 
kept as far as possible to their plot and each 
year are moved to the next, pushing their 
neighbours to the further one, much economy 
in manure and in labour will be effected. 

For age aye little new manure is required ; 
they like the soil to be friable and are partial 
to wood and bonfire ash above overything. 
For them dig the soil in winter, two 
spits deep, adding the ash to the top 
spit as digging proceeds. For carrots and 
other root Fa give the same treatment, 
digging the soi up as rough as possible in 
winter, and breaking it down finely with a 
fork at sowing time. To root crops fresh 
manure is positively harmful, as it causes them 
to grow coarse and to fork, instead of making 
nice solid taproots. The most sensible plan 
is to follow them on some crop for which 
the ground has been well manured the pre- 
vious year. 
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Onions. 
The onion bed needs different treatment, 
for this crop is a hungry one, liking plenty | 


of really old manure deeply buried. The 
test of a good r is his onion crop, 
and the secret of success is to start prepara- 
tions in autumn; to give the bed a 
trenching, and a solid manuring underground ; 
to have the surface rough till the spring, an 
to break it down to a fine tilth m March. 
At this time a dressing of bonfire ash, soot, 
and dry fowl manure should be forked in, the 
last being an excellent food íor onions. lt 
should, however, be used with great care, as 
it is very strong. A handiul to the square 
yard is a sufhcient dressing if used in con- 
act a with other manures. A week before 
sowing or, planting, give the bed a dusting 
with air-slaked lime at the rate of about a 
bushel to the square rod. It is a good plan to 
sow the seed under glass in February in a 
box of light soil, to harden the little plants 
off by standing the box outdoors, before they 
become overcrowded, and to plant them out 
when 1 hardened in rows one foot 
apart. e. bed must be made very firm by 
treading or the onions will grow bottle-necked 
and unshapely. This should be done at the 
end of March, or the beginning of April, 
according to the weather. 


Rhabarb and Seakale. 


Now is the time to bring in rhubarb and 
seakale for early supplies. Choose rhubarb 
stools that were not pulled overmuch during 
the summer, with several ends or crowns. 
Lift them with care, and leave them on the 
bed exposed to the elements for a week or ten 
days. This gives the plant the neces- 
sary rest th check. Should there be 
frost at night so much the better. In the 
es pr gt ge TR large pots or boxes, or a 
bed of light soil under a greenhouse staging. 
When the rooting time is over trim off any 
broken roots, pack the stools into their boxes 
or beds, filling in the chinks with a compost 
of loam, leaf soil and sand. Make the soil 
firm among the roots, and leave the crowns 
exposed. ater in with tepid water, and 
bring into a warm nhouse or shed if in 
boxes. All that remains is to arrange for 
complete darkness and to keep the stools 
watered after growth ME 

Seakale needs care in lifting, as the roots 
are valuable and extremely brittle. The 
crowns should be trimmed of all side roots, 
and should be packed into boxes or beds in 
the same way as the rhubarb stools. They 
should then be watered in and brought into 
a temperature of from 50 to 55 degrees. The 
darkness must be complete or the resulting 
seakale will be tough and blue. In both cases 
watering must be done with the greatest care, 
not little and often, but a good soaking when 
it is really needed. Usually a second water- 
ing is unnecessary before signs of growth are 
visible. Occasional doses of weak liquid 
manure, such as guano, at the rate of joz. to 
2 gallons, increased gradually to loz, may be 
given at intervals. 


Side Roots. 


The side roots, or thongs, that were trimmed 
off the seakale crowns, may be stored for 
planting out in spring. They should be cut 
into six-inch lengths, with a straight cut at 
the top and a sloping cut at the bottom. They 
should then be tied in bundles and stored in 
sand or dry soil until spring. When brought 
out at planting time they will be found to 
have formed tiny buds round the top in the 
most tactful way possible,

OFTEN think there must be a great differ - 
| ence between looking back in the present 
day than at any former period, for in this 
idea there may be some of that feeling which 
makes us ready to believe ours to be the age 
par excellence—after us the Deluge.

The Age of Breeches.
